New York, Nov. 9.—T he litigation 
which the federal governm ent began 
four and a half years ago to break up 
the A m erican Tobacco com pany as a 
monopoly In restrn in t of trade ap­ 
proached the stage of completion by 
judicial acceptance, w ith a few modi­ 
fications. of the much discussed plan 
that the tobacco com pany Itself drew j 
up for the dissolution cf the combina-1 
tlon in accordance with a m an date ot 
the United S tates suprem e court. 
T he decision of approval was filed 
by 
Judge 
Lacom be of 
the 
United i 
S tates circuit court. 
S upple m e n ta ry ! 
opinions were filed by Jud ges Coxe; 
and Noyes, concurring generally with 
jud g e Lacombe. 
„ 
No one of the judges regarded tlie 
plan as perfect, but all declared the 
ideal was beyond atta in m e n t and that 
as a practical, substantial com pliance | 
with the 
law the plan, as slightly 
i 
modified, appeared the best attainable. 


Ju dges Believe Plan Honest. 


Each judge asserted his belief that 
the plan is honest and that there is 
no question of the good faith of its 
authors. Judge W ard, the fourth m em ­ 
ber of the court, who atten ded some 
of the conferences and sat with his 
associates at the open hearing, filed 
no opinion. 
T he 
features of

Judges loicombe, Noyes and Coxe are i 
that the dissolution should he con 
-1 
sum m ated w ithout delay; that the re 
quest 
of A ttorney G eneral 
W icker 
sham for the reservatio n by the g o v-!

or o ther relief within a period of five j 
years, if the plan did not result in 
harm ony w ith law, is declared not to 
be within the authority of the court I 
to g ran t; that the court does enjoin 
for a period of three years the twen- * 
tv-nine individual defendants in the 
suit 
from acquiring any 
additional 
holdings In the com panies into which 
the trust is split; and that the appli- j 
cation m ade by independents for dis­ 
solution of the U nited Cigar Stores 
com pany lay outside the autho rity of 
the court, but that did not preclude 
any Independent action later against 
the Cigar Stores com pany as an in- 
j 
dividual corjwiration. 


Case M ay Be Appealed. 


T he ann ouncem ent of the co urt’s ac­ 
tion was followed alm ost im m ediately 
by the announcem ent of counsel for 
several of the opposing independent 
tobaeco Interests that an atte m pt un 
doubtedly would be m ade to have the 
decision reviewed by the U nited S tates 
suprem e court. 
Judge Noyes drew a general moral 
from the case. 
In conclusion he said; 
“T he extent to which it has been 
necessary to te a r a pa rt this com bi­ 
nation and force it into new form s 
with the a tte n d a n t burdens ought to 
dem o nstrate that the federal anti-trust 
statute is a drastic sta tute which ac­ 
c o m p l i s h e s effective results, which, so 
long as it stan ds on the sta tute books, 
must be obeyed and which cannot be 
disobeyed without incurring farreach 
ing penalties. And, on the other hand, 
the successful reconstruction of this 
organization should teach that the e f­ 
fect of enforcing this sta tute against 
industrial com binations is not to d e ­ 
stroy but to recreate in accordance 
with the conditions which congress 
has declared shall exist am ong the 
people of the United S tates.”

Fire Prevention Congress to Meet at 
St. Paul.

“ That tfie fir** waste is increasing 
y**ar by year and becoming more ami 
more appalling within the state of 
Minnesota is certain.” says Governor 
A. O. Eberhart in his proclamation 
setting apart Wednesday, November 
8th. as Fire Prevention Day in Min­ 
nesota. 
“ To determine by a congress of 
representative men, interested in the 
preservation of the wealth 
of 
our 
state, what the loss of property has 
been by reason of fire, the cause there 
for. and how much waste can be re­ 
duced, will contribute greatly to the 
advancement of this state and to the 
economic welfare of its people. 
“ The magnitude of loss of proper­ 
ty by fire, as well as the cost of Are 
prevention, is not grasped by the av­ 
erage man. 
It is estimated that ap­ 
proximately one-half a billion of dol­ 
lars is annually expended by the peo­ 
ple of the United States for this pur­ 
pose— a sum one-half as great as the 
annual budget of our federal govern­ 


ment. 
Nearly $250,000,000 
rep re­ 
sents th** loss by fire. 
A sum which 
would be equalled if a per capita tax 
of $2.7 I were collected for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. 
In no European country does the per 
capita loss exceed 50 cents. 
“ During the past 15 years compu­ 
tations indicate that approximately 
two billions of dollars 
and 
20,000 
lives have been ‘sacrificed to fire.’ 
“Minnesota has borne too great a 
part of tiiis enormous loss of proper­ 
ty. 
“ The loss of timber in our state by- 
forest fires is almost beyond compu­ 
tation. 
Property destroyed by fire is 
a total and absolute loss. 
Every in­ 
dication points to an increase by fir** 
in our state during the year 11*1 I. 


“ The season of th** year when fires 
are wont to increase in number is at 
hand. 
The heating 
stove 
of 
the 
householder is again to be utilized, 
and th** smoke therefrom must pen­ 
etrate the swallow’s nest before es­ 
caping. 
“ It is believed that more than fifty 
per cent of our fire loss is due to in­ 
cendiarism or negligence. 
Much can 
be done for the prevention of fires by 
criminals, or fires caused by careless­ 
ness. 
Carelessness in the use of fir**! 
and lights in housekeeping is oom-i 
mon.

Oily waste is not rarely 
found in packing houses, factories and 
lumber yards. 
Property is not care­ 
fully thatched and those things that 
produce fire are improperly guarded. 


“ It is meet that our people should 
be instructed and caused to realize 
that tire waste is impoverishing our 
commonwealth. 


“Taking into account these vital 
considerations for the welfare of our 
state, I hereby proclaim the 8th day 
of November, 1911, lo be known as 
Minnesota Fire Prevention Day, and 
urge that it be so recognized and ob­ 
served in all the departments of the 
state, in all public and private insti­ 


tutions of learinug, and by all organ­ 
izations and persons interested in the 
social and economic uplift of our peo­ 
ple. 
It is urged that the Press, as 
the strongest factor in the develop­ 
ment of public sentiment, impress the 
importance of this movement upon 
our people. 


“And I do further proclaim the 
holding of a Minnesota Fire Preven­ 
tion Congress, to be held in the palm 
>oom, St. Paul hotel, in the city of St. 
* aul, on the 8th day of November, 
and earnestly invite the entire citi­ 
zenship of the state to participate and 
co-operate in carrying out the plans 
of this gathering, that its purposes 
may ne fully realized.”
